A few d ays ago there was mu ch trou ble ¡it Nan kin g, in 
Chin a. 
While British an d American warships bombard ed 
the city to protect their n ation als, a Japan ese vessel, firin g 
n o gu n s, sen t a con tin gen t ashore to rescu e the Japan ese con ­ 
sul. 
This con tin gen t was comman d ed by a you n g lieu ten an t» 
n amed Araki. 
He wen t u n armed , as d id his followers, d e­ 
termin ed to avoid blood shed . 
Ilis mission was su ccessfu l; he 
rescu ed the con su l an d n either In* n or an y of the sailors in 
his comman d was molested . 
Bu t when he had retu rn ed to his ship he wrote to his com­ 
m an d er as follows: 
“ In ord er to in su re the safety of the Japan ese resid en ts at 
Nan kin g, I en d u red , from the Chin ese, in su lts which n o J a p ­ 
an ese can tolerate. The lives of the Japan ese refu gees cou ld 
be saved , bu t I am ashamed that tin * hon or of the Japan ese 
n avy has been d isgraced in my person .’’ 
Havin g written this he took the on e cou rse open to a J a p ­ 
an ese whose hon or has been offen d ed ; he killed himself. 
By n o stretch of the imagin ation can you imagin e an Amer­ 
ican or British n aval officer d oin g that. 
Ou r en tire philoso­ 
phy is d ifferen t from J a p a n ’s. 
An d what a philosophy that is! 
It is Spartan , ru thless,! 
over-heroic, if you wish ; yet it is impossible to read t hat lit! lo 
story withou t bein g con vin ced that there mu st be somethin g 
extremely fin e abou t a race that can main tain su ch a phil­ 
osophy. 
A n ation with men like Lieu t. Araki is goin g somewhere 
it d eserves to. It also is a n ation worth bein g frien d ly with; 
pot. on ly becau se of policy, bu t becau se it has somethin g to 
offer u s spiritu ally.
